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BASIS FOR REJECTIONS 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless ~ 

(a) the invention was ioiown or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or 
on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has ftilfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 



The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 



REJECTION OF CLAIMS OVER PRIOR ART 

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Nishikawa 
(5,488,852). Shown by Nishikawa is a transferring device comprising a closing drive 14, an 
advancing drive 21 and a lifting drive 3 1 , each driving moving the gripper rails 1 and 2 in a 
closing direction, an advancing direction and a lifting direction, respectively. With reference to 
Figure 4, an arm 10 and advancing drive 21, 22 are pivotally connected so that the axis of drive 
22 extends substantially parallel with the advancing direction of the gripper rail. The gripper rail 
1 or 2 is directly engaged with the arm 10 and the gripper rail can be displaced in a direction 
perpendicular thereto by closing drive 14 in the direction b (see Figure 1). As to claim 2, the arm 
10 includes a number of pivots that facilitate pivoting or tuming of the arm and since the 
advancing drive reciprocates, the arm is "pushed" during the advancing stage. 
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Claims 4 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Nishikawa (5,488,852) in view of Bianchi (5,307,666). It is common in the art of transfer 
presses to provide the transfer device with quick release mechanisms in the event of overload. 
This is shown by Bianchi at 35. Accordingly, in view of Bianchi's teaching, it would have been 
obvious to the skilled artisan to have provided Nishikawa' s drive with an overload using the 
concepts taught by Bianchi at 35 so as to prevent overload on the system. 

INDICATION OF ALLOWABLE SUBJECT MATTER 

Claims 3 and 6 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims.
